ARA Plans Potlic Building 


For Every County; To Swap 
Relief Labor For Materials 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 5,—A 
new step in the policy of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration to 
use relief labor in work that will 
be constructive and of lasting pub- 
lic benefit was announced yester- 
day by Ray Crow, chief engineer, 
in the plan for construction of a 
new publie building in each county. 

The buildings will be construct- 
ed by relief labor, Mr, Crow an- 
nouneed, and floor plans already 
have been prepared under direc- 
tion of A. J, Hawkins, chief of the 
planning division. 

Most of them will be one story | 
structures and some of two stories, 
depending upon the size of the 
town and county and the need for 
a public building. They will be 
spaced with offices which will be 
used by relief directors and work 
division employes temporarily, and 
later will be available to the city 


or county for public offices, 
libraries or community gathering 
places, 


It is probable that work on the 
first of these buildings will be 
started in Blount County soon, Mr. 
Crow said, Arrangements have 
been completed in Blount County 
by which relief workers have been 
assigned to operate a brick plant, 
the relief administration to receive 
in return the brick that will be 
required for the building. In oth- 
er words, Mr. Crow said, the Re- 
lief Administration was exchang- 
ing labor for brick, and the work- 
ers are repaying the Relief Admin- 
istration with their labor, in the 
brick plant. 

Bach county or city will be ask- 
ed to provide the site for the 
building and transport the’ mate- 
rial, Mr. Crow said. 

Where brick plants are handy 
and available it is probable that 
similar systems of exchange of re- 
lief labor for brick can be worked 
out. Where it is most feasible to 
use lumber then Mr. Crow hopes 
to be able to arrange with saw- 
mill owners to exchange relief la- 
bor for lumber,

TRAPS WILL BE LOANED 
TO FURTHER RAT CONTROL 


The following letter has been 
sent out from headquarters in 
Montgomery, addressed to all Di- 
rectors of Work: 

You have stored in your county 
part of the 70,000 rat traps we 
used in the typhus fever areas of 
Alabama under CWA project, Ro- 
dent Control. We would like for 
these traps to be made available 
(as a loan) to the people in your 
county that they may be put to 
best advantage for keeping down 
the rat population. We are mail- 
ing under separate cover a supply 
of receipts to be taken for these 
traps. Receipts will he filed al- 
phabetically by ft’ borrowers’ 
names. Upon return uf these traps, 
it will be the responsibility of the

Here is how it will work: 

Mr. Crow will say to the brick 
plant or lumber mill owner: 

“Look here, Mr. Owner, we have 
plenty of labor that wants Ww work 
for the money given tfiem for re~ 
lief. Now your plant is idle or run- 
ning at only half capacity. What 
would you say to the proposition 
of using as much of this labor as 
you can and paying’ the Relief Ad- 
ministration in brick or lumber for 
the labor? ‘Then the relief worker 
will have an opportunity to do 
some constructive work for what 
he receives, the Relief Administra- 
tion will receive brick or lumber 
for what it has paid to the relief 
worker, and you will get value re- 
ceived also in the surplus brick or 
lumber produced by their labor. 
Then we can take the brick or 
lumber and put up a public build- 
ing. 

“We can then place relief direc- 
tors and work directors in these 
offices and save the amount now 
being paid out as rent and other 
expenditures, and once we have 
recovered sufficiently to abandon 
relief entirely the public building 
will be available for other public 
office and auditorium uses.” 

Another project announced yes- 
terday by Mr. Crow is in the manu- 
facture of furniture to be made 
available to families on relief and 
rehabilitation. Thousands of fam- 
ilies are sleeping on floors or three 
and four to the bed and are in 
need of beds, chairs, tables and 
other household furniture. 

The initial project of this kind 
will be at Montgomery, where the 
Relief Administration has leased 
the Maddox Furniture Factory on 
Bell Street with an agreement 
that Mr. Maddox, the owner, and 
his skilled foreman will supervise 
the work, 

Beginning tomorrow, Mr. Crow 
said, 51 relief workers will begin 
making beds and tables. Later, 
Mr. Crow said, they will make

1. Traps may be loaned to any 
bona fide resident in the county. 

2. The number loaned to an in- 
dividual should be governed by 
circumstances. Numbers suggest- 
ed are: For a home or small farm, 
10; for a business property or 
large plantation, 10 to 40. If a 
responsible individual wishes to 
trap on one or more properties, 
either for pay or in a contest, he 
may be loaned up to 50 traps. 

3. Traps may be loaned for use 
in contests sponsored by Civic Or- 
ganizations, and such sponsorship 
should be encouraged. 

Under the above regulations this 
will be your authority to proceed 
with the loan of these traps. 

Any reliable citizen who desires 
to use the traps may secure them 
by applying to the Director of 
Works at Elba.

It will recalled that in 1922 
an epidemic of this disease swept 
the entire South, Alabama having 
thousands of cases. The epidemic 
was delayed some five weeks in 
its spread by the control work 
done by the Health Department, 
This was responsible for saving a 
major portion of the population 
from infection, 

Although this disease itself prac- 
| tically never kills, the sum total

| of disability, loss of time, suffering 
and expenses makes an epidemic 
of this disease a matter of serious 
concern to all, 

In the light of past experience 
the Health Department, feeling 
that every effort should be put 
forth to forestall the calamities 
lurking in the wake of an epi- 
demic of this disease, has sought 
the agencies appreciating the se- 
riousness of the situation, have 
pledged whole-hearted cooperation 
in this move. 

It is planned to quickly organize 
mosquito control work in the more 
populous centers, to be aimed at 
the eradication of that particular 
mosquito which transmits dengue 
fever from man to man, ‘The 
scientific name of this mosquito 
is Aedes egypti, formerly known 
as the Stegomyia fasciatus, It is 
the small dark-colored daylight 
biting household mosquito with 
silver banded legs. Its breeding 
areas are confined to artificial con- 
tainers found around the individual 
premises, so the control of this 
mosquito is directed towards the 
elimination of its breeding places. 
‘Lin cans, bottles, roof gutters, bar- 
rels, cisterns, ete., are favorite 
haunts so that elimination of these 
will eliminate this particular mos- 
quito. Accessory measures such 
as screening’ will also prove of 
value, 

Cities and towns always bear 
©/\the brunt of any epidemic since 
©/the mosquito can find suitable 
breeding places wherever people 
live in numbers. In 1922, Mont- 
gomery, Birmingham, Tuskegee 
and Selma were most affected with 
a large percentage of the popula- 
tion infected.

ESCAMBIA FARMER STORES 
SILAGE AT $1.33 PER TON 
BREWTON, Ala.—V. D, Mc- 

Creary, Escambia County, has dis- 

covered a method of storing silage 

at a cost of only $1.33 per ton. 

Last fall he dug a trench silo with 

a square foot area of cross sec- 

tion equal to the number of cattle 

and a length in feed equal to his 
proposed feeding period. 

When the time came to fill the 
silo, he fastened a disc of sheet 
iron over the rear wheel of his 
car, to which he fastened a cutting 
blade off-set two inches. The wheel 
was set over the trench silo and a 
trough placed against the blade. 
This made an efficient cutter, as it 
cut the silage as fast as it 
could be handled and cost only

For Every County; To Swap 
Relief Labor For Materials 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 5.—A 
new step in the policy of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration to 
use relief labor in work that will 
be constructive and of lasting pub- 
lic benefit was announced yester- 
day by Ray Crow, chief engineer, 
in the plan for construction of a 
new public building in each county, 

The buildings wlll be construct- 
ed by relief labor, Mr, Crow an- 
nounced, and floor plans already 
have been prepared under direc- 
tion of A, J, Hawkins, chief of the 
planning division, 

Most of them will be one story | 
structures and some of two stories, 
depending upen the size of the 
town and county and the need for 
a public building, They will be 
spaced with offices which will be 
used by relief directors and work 
division employes temporarily, and 
later will be available to the city 


or county for public offices, 
libvaries or community gathering 
places, 


It is probable that work on the 
first of these buildings will be 
started in Blount County soon, Mr. 
Crow said. Arrangements have 
been completed in Blount County 
by which relief workers have been 
assigned to operate a brick plant, 
the relief administration to receive 
in* return the brick that will be 
required for the building. In oth- 
er words, Mr. Crow said, the Re- 
lief Administration was exchang- 
ing labor for brick, and the work- 
ers are repaying the Relief Admin- 
istration with their labor, in the 
brick plant. 

Bach county or city will be ask- 
ed to provide the site for the 
building and transport the mate- 
rial, Mr. Crow said. 

Where brick plants are handy 
and available it is probable that 
similar systems of exchange of re- 
lief labor for brick can be worked 
out. Where it is most feasible to 
use lumber then Mr. Crow hopes 
to be able to arrange with saw- 
mill owners to exchange relief la- 
bor for lumber. 


The plan is regarded by Thad 
Holt as the most constructive that 
has been devised since 6,000 were 
taken off relief rolls and put on 
rehabilitation. 

Here is how it will work: 

Mr. Crow will say to the brick 
plant or lumber mill owner: 

“Look here, Mr. Owner, we have 
plenty of labor that wants 19 work 
for the money given tiem for re- 
lief. Now your plant is idle or run- 
ning at only half capacity. What 
would you say to the proposition 
of using as much of this labor as 
you can and paying the Relief Ad- 
ministration in brick or lumber for 
the labor? Then the relief worker 
will have an opportunity to do 
some constructive work for what 
he receives, the Relief Administra- 
tion will receive brick or lumber 
for what it has paid to the relief 
worker, and you will get value re- 
ceived also in the surplus brick or 
lumber produced by their labor. 
Then we can take the brick or 
lumber and put up a public build- 
ing. 

ewe can then place relief direc- 
tors and work directors in these 
offices and save the amount now 
being paid out as rent and other 
expenditures, and once we have 
recovered sufficiently to abandon 
relief entirely the public building 
will be available for other public 
office and auditorium uses.” 

Another project announted yes- 
terday by Mr. Crow is in the manu- 
facture of furniture to be made 
available to families on relief and 
rehabilitation. Thousands of fam- 
ilies are sleeping on floors or three 
and four to the bed and are in 
need of beds, chairs, tables and 
other household furniture. 

The initial project of this kind 
will be at Montgomery, where the 
Relief Administration has leased 
the Maddox Furniture Factory on 
Bell Street with an agreement 
that Mr. Maddox, the owner, and 
his skilled foreman will supervise 
the work. 

Beginning tomorrow, Mr. Crow 
said, 51 relief workers will begin 
making beds and tables. Later, 
Mr. Crow said, they will make 


chairs and kitchen cabinets, None 
of the furniture will enter commer- 
cial channels, Mr, Crow said, and 
will not offer any competition with 
private enterprise,

TRAPS WILL BE LOANED 
TO FURTHER RAT CON'TROL 


The following letter has been 
gent out from headquarters in 
Montgomery, addressed to all Di- 
rectors of Work: 

You have stored in your county 
part of the 70,000 rat traps we 
used in the typhus fever areas of 
Alabama under CWA project, Ro- 
dent Control. We would like for 
these traps to be made available 
(as a loan) to the people in your 
county that they may be put to 
best advantage for keeping down 
the rat population. We are mail- 
ing under separate cover a supply 
of receipts to be taken for these 
traps. Receipts will be filed al- 
phabetically by the borrowers!’ 
names. Upon return of these traps, 
it will be the responsibility of the 
Works Director, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the completion of this 
project, to report the number of 
traps loaned, number returned and 
number rats caught, on the form 
that will be provided October first. 
This report shall be mailed to the 
Biological Survey Representative, 
Mr. Roy Moore, Leader of Rodent 
Control, State College, Mississippi, 
with one carbon copy to this of- 
fice. He, in turn, will compile by 
county report, all other related 
data to be sent to State Head- 
quarters of the State Health De 
partment. 

Would suggest that as soon as 
possible you contact County Health 
Officer and your County Farm 
Agent and request their coopera- 
tion in proper placing of these 
traps over the county. 

You will be governed by the fol- 
lowing regulations for loaning 
these traps: 

1. Traps may be loaned to any 
bona fide resident in the county. 

2. The number loaned to an in- 
dividual should be governed by 
circumstances. Numbers suggest- 
ed are: For a home or small farm, 
10; for a business property or 
large plantation, 10 to 40. If a 
responsible individual wishes to 
trap on one or more properties, 
either for pay or in a contest, he 
may be loaned up to 50 traps. 

3. Traps may be loaned for use 
in contests sponsored by Civic Or- 
ganizations, and such sponsorship 
should be encouraged. 

Under the above regulations this 
will be your authority to proceed 
with the loan of these traps.

The epidemic 


was delayed some five weeks in 
its spread by the control work 
done by the Health Department, 


This was responsible for saving a 
major portion of the population 
from infection, 

Although this disease itself prac- 
tically never kills, the sum total 
of disability, loss of time, suffering 
and expenses makes an epidemic 
of this disease a matter of serious 
concern to all. 

In the light of past experience 
the Health Department, feeling 
that every effort should be put 
forth to forestall the calamities 
lurking in the wake of an epi- 
demic of this disease, has sought 
the agencies appreciating the se- 
}riousness of the situation, have 
pledged whole-hearted cooperation 
in this move. 

It is planned to quickly organize 
mosquito control work in the more 
populous centers, to be aimed at 
the eradication of that particular 
mosquito which transmits dengue 
fever from man to man, ‘The 
scientific name of this mosquito 
is Aedes egypti, formerly known 
as the Stegomyia fasciatus, It is 
the small dark-colored daylight 
biting household mosquito with 
silver banded legs. Its breeding 
areas are confined to artificial con- 
tainers found around the individual 
premises, so the control of this 
mosquito is directed towards the 
elimination of its breeding plaaes, 
‘Tin cans, bottles, roof gutters, bar- 
rels, cisterns, ete., are favorite 
haunts so that elimination of these 
will eliminate this particular mos- 
quito. Accessory measures such 
as screening will also prove of 
value, 

Cities and towns always bear 
the brunt of any epidemic gince 
the mosquito can find suitable 
breeding places wherever people 
live in numbers, In 1922, Mont- 
gomery, Birmingham, ‘Tuskegee 
and Selma were most affected with 
a large percentage of the popula- 
tion infected. No age or sex is 
immune and it is not unusual to 
find whole families and neighbor- 
hoods ill at the same time, The 
last major epidemic of this disease 
was in Greece a few years ago 
when the disease was so prevalent 
that business was almost para- 
lyzed. 

If every citizen will see that he 
is not growing his own crop of 
mosquitoes it will materially aid 
in the campaign of prevention, 

A campaign for the control of 
the mosquito is being inaugurated 
this week in Elba, Enterprise, New 
Brockton and Kinston, The oper- 
atives will call on all householders 
in the near future, The project 
can be made effective only through 
the cooperation of the people in 
each community. The present ma- 
laria mosquito control has reduced 
the annoyance of mosquitoes to a 
marked degree, The new cam- 
paign will help further to stamp 
out the pest which is the cause of 
so much illness with resultant ex- 
pense and loss of time.

ESCAMBIA FARMER STORES 
SILAGE AT $1.33 PER TON 
BREWTON, Ala.—V. D, Mc-

covered a method of storing silage 

at a cost of only $1.33 per ton. 

Last fall he dug a trench silo with 

a square foot area of cross sec- 

tion equal to the number of cattle 

and a length in feed equal to his 
proposed feeding period. 

When the time came to fill the 
silo, he fastened a disc of sheet 
iron over the rear wheel of his 
car, to which he fastened a cutting 
blade off-set two inches. The wheel 
was set over the trench silo and a 
trough placed against the blade. 
This made an efficient cutter, as it 
cut the silage as fast as it 
could be handled and cost only

For Every County; To Swap 
Relief Labor For Materials 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 5.—A 
new step in the policy of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration to 
use relief labor in work that will 
be constructive and of lasting pub- 
lic benefit was announced yester- 
day by Ray Crow, chief engineer, 
in the plan for construction of a 
new public building in each county, 

The buildings wlll be construct- 
ed by relief labor, Mr, Crow an- 
nounced, and floor plans already 
have been prepared under direc- 
tion of A, J, Hawkins, chief of the 
planning division, 

Most of them will be one story | 
structures and some of two stories, 
depending upen the size of the 
town and county and the need for 
a public building, They will be 
spaced with offices which will be 
used by relief directors and work 
division employes temporarily, and 
later will be available to the city 


or county for public offices, 
libvaries or community gathering 
places, 


It is probable that work on the 
first of these buildings will be 
started in Blount County soon, Mr. 
Crow said. Arrangements have 
been completed in Blount County 
by which relief workers have been 
assigned to operate a brick plant, 
the relief administration to receive 
in* return the brick that will be 
required for the building. In oth- 
er words, Mr. Crow said, the Re- 
lief Administration was exchang- 
ing labor for brick, and the work- 
ers are repaying the Relief Admin- 
istration with their labor, in the 
brick plant. 

Bach county or city will be ask- 
ed to provide the site for the 
building and transport the mate- 
rial, Mr. Crow said. 

Where brick plants are handy 
and available it is probable that 
similar systems of exchange of re- 
lief labor for brick can be worked 
out. Where it is most feasible to 
use lumber then Mr. Crow hopes 
to be able to arrange with saw- 
mill owners to exchange relief la- 
bor for lumber. 


The plan is regarded by Thad 
Holt as the most constructive that 
has been devised since 6,000 were 
taken off relief rolls and put on 
rehabilitation. 

Here is how it will work: 

Mr. Crow will say to the brick 
plant or lumber mill owner: 

“Look here, Mr. Owner, we have 
plenty of labor that wants 19 work 
for the money given tiem for re- 
lief. Now your plant is idle or run- 
ning at only half capacity. What 
would you say to the proposition 
of using as much of this labor as 
you can and paying the Relief Ad- 
ministration in brick or lumber for 
the labor? Then the relief worker 
will have an opportunity to do 
some constructive work for what 
he receives, the Relief Administra- 
tion will receive brick or lumber 
for what it has paid to the relief 
worker, and you will get value re- 
ceived also in the surplus brick or 
lumber produced by their labor. 
Then we can take the brick or 
lumber and put up a public build- 
ing. 

ewe can then place relief direc- 
tors and work directors in these 
offices and save the amount now 
being paid out as rent and other 
expenditures, and once we have 
recovered sufficiently to abandon 
relief entirely the public building 
will be available for other public 
office and auditorium uses.” 

Another project announted yes- 
terday by Mr. Crow is in the manu- 
facture of furniture to be made 
available to families on relief and 
rehabilitation. Thousands of fam- 
ilies are sleeping on floors or three 
and four to the bed and are in 
need of beds, chairs, tables and 
other household furniture. 

The initial project of this kind 
will be at Montgomery, where the 
Relief Administration has leased 
the Maddox Furniture Factory on 
Bell Street with an agreement 
that Mr. Maddox, the owner, and 
his skilled foreman will supervise 
the work. 

Beginning tomorrow, Mr. Crow 
said, 51 relief workers will begin 
making beds and tables. Later, 
Mr. Crow said, they will make 


chairs and kitchen cabinets, None 
of the furniture will enter commer- 
cial channels, Mr, Crow said, and 
will not offer any competition with 
private enterprise,

TRAPS WILL BE LOANED 
TO FURTHER RAT CON'TROL 


The following letter has been 
gent out from headquarters in 
Montgomery, addressed to all Di- 
rectors of Work: 

You have stored in your county 
part of the 70,000 rat traps we 
used in the typhus fever areas of 
Alabama under CWA project, Ro- 
dent Control. We would like for 
these traps to be made available 
(as a loan) to the people in your 
county that they may be put to 
best advantage for keeping down 
the rat population. We are mail- 
ing under separate cover a supply 
of receipts to be taken for these 
traps. Receipts will be filed al- 
phabetically by the borrowers!’ 
names. Upon return of these traps, 
it will be the responsibility of the 
Works Director, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the completion of this 
project, to report the number of 
traps loaned, number returned and 
number rats caught, on the form 
that will be provided October first. 
This report shall be mailed to the 
Biological Survey Representative, 
Mr. Roy Moore, Leader of Rodent 
Control, State College, Mississippi, 
with one carbon copy to this of- 
fice. He, in turn, will compile by 
county report, all other related 
data to be sent to State Head- 
quarters of the State Health De 
partment. 

Would suggest that as soon as 
possible you contact County Health 
Officer and your County Farm 
Agent and request their coopera- 
tion in proper placing of these 
traps over the county. 

You will be governed by the fol- 
lowing regulations for loaning 
these traps: 

1. Traps may be loaned to any 
bona fide resident in the county. 

2. The number loaned to an in- 
dividual should be governed by 
circumstances. Numbers suggest- 
ed are: For a home or small farm, 
10; for a business property or 
large plantation, 10 to 40. If a 
responsible individual wishes to 
trap on one or more properties, 
either for pay or in a contest, he 
may be loaned up to 50 traps. 

3. Traps may be loaned for use 
in contests sponsored by Civic Or- 
ganizations, and such sponsorship 
should be encouraged. 

Under the above regulations this 
will be your authority to proceed 
with the loan of these traps.

The epidemic 


was delayed some five weeks in 
its spread by the control work 
done by the Health Department, 


This was responsible for saving a 
major portion of the population 
from infection, 

Although this disease itself prac- 
tically never kills, the sum total 
of disability, loss of time, suffering 
and expenses makes an epidemic 
of this disease a matter of serious 
concern to all. 

In the light of past experience 
the Health Department, feeling 
that every effort should be put 
forth to forestall the calamities 
lurking in the wake of an epi- 
demic of this disease, has sought 
the agencies appreciating the se- 
}riousness of the situation, have 
pledged whole-hearted cooperation 
in this move. 

It is planned to quickly organize 
mosquito control work in the more 
populous centers, to be aimed at 
the eradication of that particular 
mosquito which transmits dengue 
fever from man to man, ‘The 
scientific name of this mosquito 
is Aedes egypti, formerly known 
as the Stegomyia fasciatus, It is 
the small dark-colored daylight 
biting household mosquito with 
silver banded legs. Its breeding 
areas are confined to artificial con- 
tainers found around the individual 
premises, so the control of this 
mosquito is directed towards the 
elimination of its breeding plaaes, 
‘Tin cans, bottles, roof gutters, bar- 
rels, cisterns, ete., are favorite 
haunts so that elimination of these 
will eliminate this particular mos- 
quito. Accessory measures such 
as screening will also prove of 
value, 

Cities and towns always bear 
the brunt of any epidemic gince 
the mosquito can find suitable 
breeding places wherever people 
live in numbers, In 1922, Mont- 
gomery, Birmingham, ‘Tuskegee 
and Selma were most affected with 
a large percentage of the popula- 
tion infected. No age or sex is 
immune and it is not unusual to 
find whole families and neighbor- 
hoods ill at the same time, The 
last major epidemic of this disease 
was in Greece a few years ago 
when the disease was so prevalent 
that business was almost para- 
lyzed. 

If every citizen will see that he 
is not growing his own crop of 
mosquitoes it will materially aid 
in the campaign of prevention, 

A campaign for the control of 
the mosquito is being inaugurated 
this week in Elba, Enterprise, New 
Brockton and Kinston, The oper- 
atives will call on all householders 
in the near future, The project 
can be made effective only through 
the cooperation of the people in 
each community. The present ma- 
laria mosquito control has reduced 
the annoyance of mosquitoes to a 
marked degree, The new cam- 
paign will help further to stamp 
out the pest which is the cause of 
so much illness with resultant ex- 
pense and loss of time.

Let every householder join in 
this fight on mosquitoes, 

Let's do this: 

1. Have nothing in or out of 


the house holding water exposed 
to mosquitoes which is not screen- 
ed or emptied once a week, 

2. If you must catch water for 
laundry purposes, screen the re- 
,ceptacle or put a film of kerosene 
(coal oil) on this water once a 
week—say every Saturday. This 
will keep the mosquitoes from lay- 
ing eggs here, or will destroy them, 
if already laid. 

3. Tvery Saturday go over all 
parts of the yard, house and out 
buildings and get rid of any and 
all standing water. Look into and 
unstop roof gutters and down 
spouts after rains. 

4. Don't let spigots in the yard 
and garden run unnoticed. Check 
the cut-off cocks and meter boxes. 

Mosquito control workers will 
be kept busy in all parts of town. 
| Please offer every assistance to 
them. Report any complaint of 
mosquitoes to your control work- 
er at once. There will be some 
{mosquitoes left if each household- 
{er does not cooperate fully in this 
program, 


Let’s truthfully advertise this
